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EU Exit Myths Debunked 


The ‘Yes Campaign’ have already started 
to promote some myths that are meant to 
scare voters into voting ‘YES’. Here are 
the facts to counter these well worn myths 
that at best mis-lead. 


Myth 1 

England would lose three million jobs. 
The EU has more to lose - 4 million jobs in 
fact as they sell more to us than we do to 
them. With their faltering economy they 
will do all they can to retain these jobs. 
The Lisbon Treaty also states quite clearly 
that the EU must make trade agreements 
with countries which leave the EU! 


Myth 2 

The UK would be excluded from trade 
with the EU by tariff barriers. Not true. 
The EU has up to 53 trade agreements 
with countries which overcome such tariffs 
and at present is in the process of 
negotiating a further 74. Tariffs are set by 
the World Trade Organisation and they 
work both ways - see 1 


Myth 3 

The UK cannot survive economically 
outside the EU in a world of trading 
blocs. IMF figures for 2014 show the UK 
is the 5th largest economy in the world. 
The rest of the world will be very eager to 
trade with us. It makes sense therefore to 
establish own trading relationships with 
countries other than the EU. 


Myth 4 

The UK will have to pay £billions to the 
EU but have vey little influence whilst 
having to put in place all the EU’s 
regulations. Not true. Switzerland trades 
with the EU and does not pay money to 
the EU. In a 2010 survey on the UK’s 
attractiveness to foreign investors, Ernst 
and Young found Britain remained the 
number one Foreign Direct Investment 
destination.

Myth 5 

The EU has had a positive impact on the 
British economy. 

Tim Congdon’s report showed that the EU 
cost the UK a total of £185 billion in 2014. 
Commercial fishing, farming, postal services 
and manufacturing have been devastated by 
the EU. Add to this cost the dampening effect 
of the EU on our foreign trade and the true 
cost is incalculable. 


Myth 6 

Britain will lose all influence in the world 
by being outside the EU. Britain is a 
member of the G20 and G8 nations, we have 
a seat on the Security Council and seats on 
the International Monetary Fund, World 
Bank, Bank for International Settlements, 
World Trade Organisation and is a key 
member of NATO. London is one of the 
largest financial centres in the world. We are 
the 5th largest economy in the world and the 
8th largest manufacturing nation in the world. 
(HoC Briefing Paper 05809;06/15). On our 
own we have plenty of influence. 

The EU is actually preventing the UK from 
increasing its influence! 


Myth 7 

The EU has brought peace to Europe 

The last three wars in Europe were between 
France and Germany. It is NATO, founded in 
1949 and dominated by the USA, and not 
the EU, that has really kept the peace in 
Europe, together with parliamentary 
democracy. Both are being undermined by 
the EU.

Burial Site for Last King of the Anglo-Saxons 


| recently attended the annual King Harold Day at Waltham 
Abbey to pay my respects to the last Anglo Saxon King of 
England. These events are always memorable as locals 
dress as Anglo Saxon farmers, warriors and kings. It is a 
good opportunity for children in particular to learn about 
English history and to be proud of that history. Below are 
some facts about the Battle of Hastings. 

Harold Godwinson, was appointed Earl of Essex and East 
Anglia by Edward the Confessor, and then succeeded his 
father as Earl of Wessex. On the death of Edward the 
Confessor, Harold was crowned King Harold II of England at 
Westminster Abbey on 6th January 1066. On 14th October 
1066, following an invasion led by William, Duke of 
Normandy, a battle was fought at Senlac Hill near Hastings, 
during which Harold was killed. William defeated the Saxons, 
and was crowned William | of England, or William the 
Conqueror. 

Harold’s body was eventually identified on the battlefield by 
his handfast wife, Edith Swan-Neck.

Below is an article that should be read by everyone 
concerned about politics and about the future of our 
country, and of the world, written by the intrepid Douglas 
Murray. 


Will politicians finally admit that the Paris attacks had 
something to do with Islam? 
by Douglas Murray 


Written after the Charlie Hebdo shooting in January and 
revised after the Paris attacks in November, Douglas 
Murray's piece on politicians’ responses to Islamic terror 
attacks was The Spectator‘s third most read article of 2015: 


The West’s movement towards the truth is remarkably slow. 
We drag ourselves towards it painfully, inch by inch, after 
each bloody Islamist assault. 

Government Policy 

In France, Britain, Germany, America and nearly every other 
country in the world it remains government policy to say that 
any and all attacks carried out in the name of Mohammed 
have ‘nothing to do with Islam’. It was said by George W. 
Bush after 9/11, Tony Blair after 7/7 and Tony Abboit after 
the Sydney attack last month. It is what David Cameron said 
after two British extremists cut off the head of Drummer Lee 
Rigby in London, when ‘Jihadi John’ cut off the head of aid 
worker Alan Henning in the ‘Islamic State’ and when Islamic 
extremists attacked a Kenyan mall, separated the Muslims 
from the Christians and shot the latter in the head. It was 
what President Francois Hollande said after the massacre of 
journalists and Jews in Paris in January. And it is all that 
most politicians will be able to come out with again after the 
latest atrocities in Paris. 

Noble Lies 

All these leaders are wrong. In private, they and their senior 
advisers often concede that they are telling a lie. The most 
sympathetic explanation is that they are telling a ‘noble lie’, 
provoked by a fear that we — the general public — are a 
lynch mob in waiting. ‘Noble’ or not, this lie is a mistake. 
First, because the general public do not rely on politicians 
for their information and can perfectly well read articles and 
books about Islam for themselves. Secondly, because the lie 
helps no one understand the threat we face. Thirdly, 
because it takes any heat off Muslims to deal with the bad 
traditions in their own religion. And fourthly, because unless 
mainstream politicians address these matters then one day 
perhaps the public will overtake their politicians to a truly 
alarming extent. 

Radical Islam 

If politicians are so worried about this secondary ‘backlash’ 
problem then they would do well to remind us not to blame 
the jihadists’ actions on our peaceful compatriots and then 
deal with the primary problem — radical Islam — in order 
that no secondary, reactionary problem will ever grow.

Donations have declined to dangerously lo 
levels. We have started two schemes which, if supported by members and supporters 
will greatly help the party.

Probably few of us are aware but, when browsing the web, if we click on a link to take 
us to a retailer like Amazon, the owners of the web site on which we clicked will get a 
percentage of the value of any purchase that we make. That money is part of the 
marketing budget of the retailer - in this case Amazon. Easyfundraising is a compan 
that takes advantage of this. If you visit an online retailer via a link that comes fro 
Easyfundraising they will receive the percentage and will pass a part of this on to us 
This is made easier through the easyfundraising buttons and tool bar that you ca 
add to your browser. These create the required link for you. 


If 500 members were to sign up with our supporters club on http:/ 


www.easyfundraising.org.uk we could raise at last £10,000 a year. 
2. The ‘500’ Club 


Many of you will be familiar with this form of private lottery. Members and non 
members may purchase one or more shares and will become Accredited Supporters 
of the English Democrats Supporters Club. There will be a monthly draw. Prizes 
available will depend on the number of lottery shares purchased and we require 
minimum purchases of 21 shares to go ahead. Party members may purchase more 
than one share. The price per share is £36 annually. 


Athe time of going to press we still do not have 21 shares so we will not start this 
‘Club’ until we reach this number. The next start date is April so there are three 
months to sign up.
